A VISITOR'S IMPRESSIONS ‘OF

The 
coolie- bonds, hitches twenty bricks on at either 
end of the pole, balances the pole carefully, and

The Skanghat Mercury translates, the follow-

Yuan Taotai having been asked by the 
Japanese Consul-Genoral for a list of, the crows 
of the Russian warships requested the same to 
be furnished by the Russian Congul-General, 
but the Russian Congul-General refused to 
comply with the request, = : :
